They an d two other farm­ 
ers own a total of 1,210 acres that 
formed a catch-basin for the su r­ 
rou n din g hill cou n try . Mu ch of the 
lan d was similar to the Tomas’ 
which in clu ded on e 200 acre plot 
with on ly 20 acres in depen dable 
produ ction , an d the rest g en erally 
u sed for wild pastu re three mon ths 
ou t of the y ear. 
Wo rking thro ug h their So il Co n­ 
serv a tio n District, the men o rg a niz­ 
ed the Ea st Bea n Bra nch Dra ina g e 
District. This is o ne o f the districts 
entered in the Glo be-Demo cra t’s 
So il Co nserv a tio n Pro g ra m. The 
a rea wa s then surv ey ed by So il 
Co nserv a tio n Serv ice emplo y ees, 
who wo rked in wa ter tha t wa s 
o ften hip deep. 
v Yhen the project was okay ed 
an d mapped ou t, the fig u res show­ 
ed that the main ditchin g wou ld 
requ ire the remov al of 42,423 cu bic 
y ards ot dirt in 5.1 miles of ditches. 
A job of this size brou g ht bids in 
from six dirt mov in g con tractors. 
A low bid of 13.4 cen ts per cu bic 
y ard accepted an d a su bstan tial 
part of the cost paid by the in ­ 
cen tiv e pay men t prog ram of the 
Produ ction an d Marketin g Admin i­ 
stration . The ditches were con ­ 
stru cted with drag lin e equ ipmen t, 
an d ran g e u p to six feet deep, with 
six foot bottoms an d three-to-on e 
slope on the sides at the ou tlet en d. 
There, the East Bean District emp­ 
ties in to a creek kn own as White 
Water Chan n el. Wooden platforms 
called “mats” had to be u sed u n der 
the equ ipmen t to keep it from 
mirin g down in the swamp-like 
areas. 
Field ditches con n ectin g with 
the main ditches are bein g con ­ 
stru cted by the farmers themselv es 
an d will total u p to more than 16 
miles, v ary in g from 1 to 
2*2 feet 
deep. The Toma brothers hav e ele­ 
v en of these lateral ditches on their 
farm, totalin g abou t 2 !2 miles. 
Tractors with moldboard or disc 
plows, or whirlwin d terracers, are 
bein g u sed by the farmers.

Mr. Strieker su g g ested that v a­ 
cation ists wou ld en han ce chan ces 
of sale arriv al at chosen resorts if 
they ’d in terru pt their trips on ce in 
a while for cof.fee an d a stretch. 
“Un in terru pted driv in g dev elops 
a sort of hig hway hy pn oisis. After 
a while v ig ilan ce is relax ed, an d 
the warn in g sen ses doze. It is at 
this poin t that a halt shou ld be 
called, like the restfu l coffee break 
in in du stry , an d both driv er an d 
passen g er shou ld g et ou t of the 
car for ten min u tes or so to re­ 
fresh themselv es.

“On an y other workday ev en in g 
in the y ear this man wou ld tell 
his wife that he was completely 
ex hau sted, that he was too tired 
ev en to g o to the mov ies. Then he 
wou ld cu rl u p for an 8-hou r sleep 
after an hon est day ’s work. 
“Bu t n ot, in too man y in stan ces, 
on the n ig ht before v acation . Al­ 
thou g h this same tired man has 
don e a fu ll day ’s work, he feels ho 
mu st driv e all n ig ht so that be will 
n ot miss on e sin g le min u te of the 
en joy men t of his v acation . An d so 
he starts ou t to fig ht traffic an fi 
the g lare of headlig hts at a time 
when he was n ev er more u n fit to 
driv e a car safely . 
“This man may thin k he is doin g 
himself an d his family a fav or by 
stretchin g his 
v acation 
a few 
hou rs. He may ev en feel a little 
prou d that he is sacrificin g his 
rest so that his family can g et to 
the mou n tain s or the shore a half 
clay early . Actu ally , his ‘sacrifice’ 
may tu rn ou t to be the welfare of 
himself an d family an d, ev en more 
reprehen siblv , the liv es of others 
on the hig hway s he trav els.” 
Mr. Strieker listed these “do’s” 
as importan t to hig hway safety : 
1. Start y ou r trip when rested, 
n ot after a hard day ’s work when 
fatig u e has already set in .

Due to gross neglect, they 
were suffering from malnutrition 
which req uired ex pensive medical 
treatment. Ex tensive health and

twins 
were 
perfectly 
healthy and normal. They needed 
clothing, toy s, and other incident­ 
als. Over a period of many months 
the Civic Club paid for all the 
necessities for the twins. 
There have been 
many other 
similar cases w here only the need f 
is pointed out to the Civic Club 
and

respond 
immediately 
with funds.”

Eight Scott County Farmers 
Reclaim Former Swampland 


“This bottom land was worth 
about $20 an acre before it was 
drained. Now, I figure I could get 
$225 an acre, but it’s not for sale,” 
said John Toma, looking out over 
the land he and his brother, Fred, 
own near Cape Girardeau. “Old- 
timers around here tell me they 
used to hunt ducks right out w here 
I’m getting 40 bushels of soybeans 
to an acre.” 
The Toma brothers are two of 
eight farmers who decided that a 
little cooperation could go a long 
way toward solving a common 
problem—drainage. Working with 
each other and with two govern­ 
ment agencies, they have taken 
hundreds of acres that were famed 
for turtles, eels, catfish and snakes, 
and turned them into bountiful 
cropland. 
The eight farmers are neighbors, 
living at the upper end of a delta 
between Dutchtown and W hite­ 
water, just west and slightly south 
of Cape. They and two other farm ­ 
ers own a total of 1,210 acres that 
formed a catch-basin for the sur­ 
rounding hill country. Much of the 
land was similar to the Tomas’ 
which included one 200 acre plot 
with only 20 acres in dependable 
production, and the rest generally 
used for wild pasture three months 
out of the year. 
Working through their Soil Con­ 
servation District, the men organiz­ 
ed the East Bean Branch Drainage 
District. This is one of the districts 
entered in the Globe-Democrat’s 
Soil Conservation Program. The 
area was then surveyed by Soil 
Conservation Service employees, 
who worked in water that was 
often hip deep. 
When the project was okayed 
and mapped out, the figures show­ 
ed that the main ditching would 
require the removal of 42.423 cubic 
yards ot dirt in 5.1 miles of ditches. 
A job of this size brought bids in 
from six dirt moving contractors. 
A low bid of 13.4 cents per cubic 
yard accepted and a substantial 


they can be farmed right up to 
the sides of the ditches. “Our 
newly drained land didn’t need a 
thing but lime,” John Toma said, 
“two tons an acre according to the 
soil tests.” 
In addition to bringing a lot of 
formerly unusable land into pro­ 
duction, the drainage project has 
greatly increased the productivity 
of land that has long been usable 
—85 acres of it on the Toma farm, 
for example. Soil conservation sta­ 
tistics show that more than 1.000 
acres o.f the 1,200 acres in the dis­ 
trict have been directly benefited. 
The cost of the project—about 
$11.48 an acre—was prorated to 
| the individual farmers on the basis 
| of how many acres they own in 
[ the drained area. The above cost 
figure includes the lateral ditches, 
yet even the land that was pro­ 
ducing well before drainage is now 
worth about $25 more an acre, and 
some of the land, as Toma said, 
has increased tenfold in value. 
“One thing I know,” one elderly 
farm woman said, “this bottom 
land is drier than its ever been in 
the 80 years I’ve lived on it.”

Rated by Expert as Summer Road Perils 


NEW YORK—The motorist with 
reflexes too dulled by fatigue for 
the split-second reactions neces­ 
sary for safety in modern traffic is 
a major highway hazard. This is 
the opinion of Paul F. Strieker, 
executive vice president of The 
Greater New York Safety Council. 
Pointing out that the average 
motorist might have to make as 
many as 50 decisions an hour un­

conditions, Mr. Strickler said that 
the weary, unalert driver invites 
disaster for himself, his passengers 
and other travelers if he pushes on 
when physically unfit. 
Mr. Strieker suggested that va­ 
cationists would enhance chances 
of sale arrival at chosen resorts if 
they’d interrupt their trips once in 
a while for coffee and a stretch. 
“Uninterrupted driving develops 
a sort of highway hvpnoisis.

"Highway Hypnosis" and Tired Drivers 


Rated by Expert as Summer Road Perils 


NEW YO RK—The motorist with 
reflexes too dulled by fatigue .tor 
the split-second reactions neces­ 
sary for safety in modern traffic is 
a m ajor highway hazard. This is 
the opinion of Paul F. Strieker, 
executive vice president of The 
Greater New York Safety Council. 
Pointing out that the average 
motorist might have to m ake as 
many as 50 decisions an hour un­ 
der 
crowded 
summer 
weekend 
conditions, Mr. Shackler said that 
the weary, unalert driver invites 
disaster for himself, his passengers 
and other travelers if he pushes on 
when physically unfit. 
Mr. Strieker suggested that va­ 
cationists would enhance chances 
of safe arrival at chosen resorts if 
they’d interrupt their trips once in 
a while for coffee and a stretch. 
“Uninterrupted driving develops 
a sort of highway hvpnoisis. After 
a while vigilance is relaxed, and 
the warning senses doze. It is at 
this point that a halt should be 
called, like the restful coffee break 
in industry, and both driver and 
passenger should get out of the 
car for ten minutes or so to re­ 
fresh themselves. In this way the 
driver can offest the fatigue which 
is a frequent factor in accidents.” 
For the man who rushes home 
from work Friday evening, hops 
into his car and starts off over­ 
night to vacationland. Mr. Strieker 
has one word: “ Don’t.” 
“On any other workday evening 
in the year this man would tell 
his wife that he was completely 
exhausted, that he was too tired 
even to go to the movies. Then he 
would curl up for an 8-hour sleep 
after an honest day’s work. 
“ But not, in too many instances, 
on the night before vacation. A l­ 
though this sam e tired man has 
done a full day’s work, he feels he 
must drive all night so that he w’ill 
not miss one single minute of the 
enjoyment of his vacation. And so 
he starts out to fight traffic anfl 
the glare of headlights at a time 
when he was never more unfit to 
drive a car safely. 
“I his man may think he is doing 
himself and his fam ily a favor by 
stretching his 
vacation 
a few 
hours. He may even feel a little 
proud that he is sacrificing his 
rest so that his fam ily can get to 
the mountains or the shore a half 
day early. Actually, his ‘sacrifice’ 
may turn out to be the w elfare of 
himself and family and, even more 
reprehensibly, the lives of others 
on the highways he travels.” 
Mr. Strieker listed these “ do’s” 
as important to highway safety: 
1. Start your trip when rested, 
not after a hard day’s work when 
fatigue has already set in. 
2. Let plenty of fresh air into 
the car as an anti-drowsiness pre­ 
caution. 


3. Make a stop at 
least once 
every two hours; 
walk 
around; 
stretch your limbs. 
4. Engage in light conversation 
w’ith your passengers, it will help 
keep you alert. 
5. In case of doubt as to your 
own fitness to continue driving, 
pull off the road to rest or go to a 
hotel and sleep. 
6. Hold speeds down to 50 miles 
an hour even where faster rates 
of travel arc permitted.

P A IN T IN G METAL ROOFS 
This is the season when much 
roof painting is done, says County 
Agent, Tom B. Stroup. 
Following are some of the ob­ 
servations which they say are im ­ 
portant in getting the maximum 
number of years out of your metal 
roof. 
Metal roofs need painting when 
signs of rust begin to show. This 
saves labor, paint and metal. The 
paint will also have long life. 
If the roof is rusty, better ad­ 
herence with the paint will be 
secured and less paint will be re ­ 
quired if the area is first gone over 
with a steel brush and then swept 
off with astiff brush. It is not 
necessary to get all the rust off 
down to the bright metal but only 
the loose rough rust. 
Observations show that alumi­ 
num is not durable as a first coat 
over rust. If it is desired because 
of its reflective value it should be 
used for the final coat. For the 
base coat use red lead, zinc chro- 
mate or any other good primer. 
Green paints fade badly and are 
not generally satisfactory. 
Black bituminous paint is cheap 
in price but it often is not durable 
and gives poor coverage. It makes 
the building hot because it ab­ 
sorbs a lot of heat. However, on 
several rusted roofs where holes 
have developed, a few years ad­ 
ditional life may be 
given the 
metal by its use. The mixing of 
asbestos fiber in asphalt paint is 
effective in 
plugging the 
small 
holes. 
Red lead controls rust well but 
should be used only as a base coat 
because it does not weather very 
well. It is poisonous and should 
not l?e used on buildings where the 
water is run into a cistern. This 
paint is of an orange color. 
Iron oxide paint, containing 40 
per cent or over of the best grade 
of red oxide, provides fair service 
for painting rusty roofs. It is like­ 
ly to peel if applied to newer gal­ 
vanized roofing. Ordinary red barn 
paint is short-lived and unsatis­ 
factory for metal roof painting. 
Metallic zinc paint is the most 
durable fdr galvanized 
roofing. 
It has good rust preventive qual­ 
ities and will weather well. The 
80% zinc dust and 20% zinc oxide 
paint is much mpre durable than 
the metallic zinc paint with less 
zinc dust. 
This 
formula 
paint 
should always be insisted upon. It 
is battleship gray in color and the 
single coat can usually be depend­ 
ed upon for five years or over. Two 
coats will 
provide 
more 
than 
double the life of a single coat. 
Coverage is about 600 square feet 
per gallon. A gallon of metallic 
zinc paint weighs about 23 pounds. 
Before 
painting remove loose 
rust with a stiff broom. Then ap­ 
ply a good primer coat of metallic 
zinc, red lead, or zinc chromate. 


PLANNING FALL GARDENS 
Fall gardens will offer many 
Scott County gardners the only 
chance for full vegetable produc­ 
tion this year.

Arnold Daniel of Benton has plant­ 
ed turnips and winter radishes for 
fall eating. The long lilark Span­ 
ish is the best variety of winter 
radish to plant. Chinese cabbage 
plants can also be set out now al­ 
though it is too late to plant Chin- ■ 
esc cabbage seed. 
With the exception of kale and 
spinach you can use 
the same j 
varieties for fall plantings as for 
spring plantings. For fall plant­ 
ings of spinach use the Virginia 
Savoy variety and for fall plant- ! 
ings of kale use the

berian variety.

WHAT SIZE TRENCH SILO 
SHOULD 1 BUILD? 
To farmers that are considering 
building trench silos the size is the 
first question to answer says Tom 
B. Stroup, County Agent. 
The location of the trench silo 
is the most important beforehand 
planning you can do. A trench silo 
i needs to be locaetd in a place that 
is convenient to the barn for feed- 
| ing . . . but it also needs to have 
1 good drainage and easy approach­ 
es. And if possible, it should be 
built into a hill or slope so you 
can unload at ground level. But 
! you won’t want to haul the silage 
i a quarter mile every day when 
1 winter comes. 
How much silage will I need? 
That will be determined by the 
size of your herd and your .feeding 
; program. A large dairy cow, may 
j be wintered on about two and one- 
half tons cf hay alone or one and 
I one-half tons of hay and three tons 
of silage. 
It 
takes about three 
times as much silage by weight as 
it does hay to winter cattle. 
The size trench silo you need 
j will again depend upon the size of 
your herd and your feeding needs. 
The average trench silo is about 
eight feet deep, 12 feet wide at the 
top, eight feet wide at the bottom 
; and as long as necessary to hold 
I the required silage. 
Here’s some examples of storage 
capacity of trench silos cited. A 
trench silo eight feet deep, 12 feet 
; wide at the top, eight feet wide at 
; the bottom and 36 feet long will 
hold about 48 tons of corn silage. 
The 
same 
size trench 58 feet long 
will 
hold 79 tons and a trench of 
the 
same 
dimensions that is 81 
feet 
long will hold 
111 tons of 
silage. 


Appears Pigeons W ii 
Out Over Businesst..vii 
ST. LOUIS (/P)—The downtown 
business men of St. Louis hate to 
admit it but—the pigeons have 
whipped them. 
Their committee to get rid of 
the pigeons has given up after try ­ 
ing all sorts of bird-frightening de­ 
vices ranging from imitation owls 
to supersonic noisemakers.

RED SPIDER THREAT 
Both W. S. “Bill” Baker of Sik- 
eston and Joe Emerson of Morley 
have reported red spider mites in 
their cotton recently, says Tom B. 
Stroup, County Agent. 
The red spider is a serious pest 
of cotton when it builds up to such 
extent that large areas of the cot­ 
ton field are affected, says Stroup. 
Earlier spraying of cotton fields 
with chemicals containing D.D.T. 
allow red spider build-up as its 
natural enemies are controlled. 
To control red spider mites in 
cotton a new chemical is recom­ 
mended and is available 
called 
compound 88R. It is sold under 
various trade names as 
aromite, 
uromex and etc. Mr. Baker is plan­ 
ning on using this compound in 
his cotton fields this week. For 
complete control use the compound 
at *? to 1 lb. of technical material 
to the acre. As in the case of Mr. 
Bakers there may be other insect 
pests to control too. Cotton leaf- 
worms have made their appear­ 
ance. They can be controlled by 
using Toxaphene at 2-3 lbs. ot 
tech material to the acre. These 


can be mixed together and one ap­ 
plication will kill both insects as 
well as grasshoppers. 
The red spider mite is a very 
small pest, the size of a pin head or 
smaller, arid caused reddening of 
and 
curling 
of 
the 
cotton 
leaves. Fine webbing and the mites 
can be seen on the underside of 
the leaves affected. 
Further information is available 
from your County Agent.

PAINTING METAL ROOFS 
This is the season w hen m uch 
roof painting is done, says County 
Agent, Tom B. Stroup. 
Follow ing are some of the ob­ 
servations w hich they say are im ­ 
po rtan t in getting the m axim um 
n u m b er of years out of your m etal 
roof. 
M etal roofs need painting w hen 
signs of rust begin to show. This 
saves labor, paint and metal. T he 
p aint will also have long life. 
If the roof is rusty, better a d ­ 
herence w ith the paint will be 
secured and less paint will be r e ­ 
quired if th e area is first gone over 
with a steel brush and then swept 
off w ith astiff brush. It is not 
necessary to get all the rust off 
dow n to th e bright metal but only 
the loose rough rust. 
O bservations show that alum i­ 
num is not d u rab le as a first coat 
over rust. If it is desired because 
of its reflective value it should be 
used for the final coat. For th e 
base coat use red lead, zinc chro­ 
m ate or any other good primer. 
G reen paints fade badly and are 
not generally satisfactory. 
Black bitum inous paint is cheap 
in price but it often is not durable 
and gives poor coverage. It m akes 
the building hot because it a b ­ 
sorbs a lot of heat. H owever, on 
several rusted roofs w here holes 
h av e developed, a few years a d ­ 
ditional life m ay be 
given the 
m etal by its use. T he m ixing of 
asbestos fiber in asphalt paint is 
effective in 
plugging the 
small 
holes. 
Red lead controls rust well b u t 
should be used only as a base coat 
because it does not w eather very 
well. It is poisonous and should 
not be used on buildings w here th e 
w ater is run into a cistern. This 
paint is of an orange color. 
Iron oxide paint, containing 40 
per cent or over of the best grade 
of red oxide, provides fair service 
for painting rusty roofs. It is like- , 
ly to peel if applied to new er gal­ 
vanized roofing. O rdinary red b arn 
paint is short-lived and unsatis­ 
factory for m etal roof painting. 
M etallic zinc paint is the most 
d u rab le 
frtr 
galvanized 
roofing. 
It has good rust preventive q u a l­ 
ities and will w eath er welt. T h e 
80% zinc dust and 20% zinc oxide 
paint is m uch m pre durable th an 
the m etallic zinc paint w ith less 
zinc dust. 
This 
form ula 
paint 
should alw ays be insisted upon. It 
is battleship gray in color and the 
single coat can usually be d ep e n d ­ 
ed upon for five years or over. Tw o 
coats will 
provide 
m ore 
th an 
double the life of a single coat. 
C overage is about 600 square feet 
per gallon. A gallon of m etallic 
zinc paint weighs about 23 pounds. 
Before 
painting 
rem ove loose 
rust w ith a stiff broom. Then a p ­ 
ply a good p rim er coat of m etallic 
zinc, red lead, or zinc chrom ate.

WHAT SIZE TRENCH SILO 
SHOULD I BUILD? 
To farm ers that are considering 
building trench silos the size is the 
first question to answ er says Tom 
B. Stroup, County Agent. 
T he location of the trench silo 
is the most im portant beforehand 
planning you can do. A trench silo 
needs to be locaetd in a place th a t 
is convenient to the barn for feed­ 
ing . . . but it also needs to h av e 
good drainage and easy app ro ach ­ 
es. And if possible, it should be 
built into a hill or slope so you 
can unload at ground level. But 
you w on’t w ant to haul the silage 
a q u arter mile every day w hen 
w in ter comes. 
How much silage will I need? 
T h a t will be d eterm ined by the 
size of your herd and your feeding 
program . A large dairy cow, m ay 
be w intered on about two and one- 
half tons cf hay alone or one and 
one-half tons of hay and three tons 
of silage. 
It 
takes 
about three 
tim es as much silage by weight as 
it does hay to w in te r cattle. 
T he size trench silo you need 
will again depend upon the size of 
your herd and your feeding needs. 
T h e average trench silo is about 
eight feet deep, 12 feet wide at th e 
top, eight feet w ide at the bottom 
and as long as necessary to hold 
th e required silage. 
H ere’s some exam ples of storage 
capacity of trench silos cited. A 
trench silo eight feet deep, 12 feet 
w ide at the top, eight feet wide at 
the bottom and 36 feet long will 
hold about 48 tons of corn silage. 
T h e sam e size trench 58 feet long 
will hold 79 tons and a trench of 
th e sam e dim ensions th a t is 81 
feet long will hold 111 tons of 
silage.
